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PARENTS of Haverhill teenagers 
can expect a phone call from 
police if the youngsters are 
involved in the increasing levels of 
anti-social behaviour. 

Officers concerned with the cont¬ 
inuing levels of vandalism, drunken 
rowdiness and noise at night have 
vowed to clamp down hard on the 
problem. 

Persistent youth misbehaviour, previously 
centred on Strasbourg Square and Railway 
Walk but which has now spread to the nearby 
Tesco store and Wortham Place, will be tackled 
by “inconveniencing” parents to collect their 
children, instead of arresting them. 

Suffolk police’s tactics have been backed by 
councillors who told a town council meeting 
last week that they did not want to see 
Haverhill’s young people criminalised if it 
could be avoided. 

Pc Will Wright, of Haverhill Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood Team, said parents needed to help 
tackle the causes of anti-social behaviour and 
take responsibility for where their children 
spent their time. 

Pc Wright said: “I’ve called over a dozen 
parents in recent weeks, and 100 per cent of 
them did not know their children were 
involved and were shocked to find out.”

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Crash dad on 
trip for petrol

A FATHER-OF-THREE 
suffered fatal injuries 
when he hit a tree after 
accelerating hard to over¬ 
take traffic on the A1307 
near Linton. 

Stuart Woor, 41, had gone out 
to get some petrol for his 
Subaru Impreza when the crash 
happened last September, an 
inquest was told. 

He died later at Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital. The accident 
happened in wet weather and 
caused the engine to become 
separated from the vehicle. 

Coroner Belinda Cheney 
recorded a verdict of accidental 
death on Mr Woor, of The 
Green, Thurlow, at the inquest 
in Huntingdon. 

She said: “Having heard the 
evidence I have come to the 
inescapable conclusion it was 
simply an accident.”

Mr Woor suffered multiple 
injuries in the crash, which 
happened on September 26. 

The inquest heard that Mr 


Woor and his wife, Helen, had 
been celebrating harvest festival 
at church earlier in the day and 
he had been refitting their 
cloakroom. 

Mr Woor, an engineer for 
Veolia Water, went out at about 
5.30pm to get some fuel for the 
Subaru, which he only drove 
once or twice a month. 

Taxi driver Lilu Miah said in a 
statement he was in a line of 
traffic near the dual carriageway 
when the Subaru overtook and 
he was conscious of the noisy 
exhaust as it went past. He 
estimated the car’s speed at 
about 80mph. 

Mr Miah said the car went 
around a bend and he then saw 
smoke and the car, which had 
gone off the road. Its engine was 
on the central reservation. 

Accident investigator Pc 
David Paul said the reason for 
the crash was unknown, but 
added: “I think it is a com¬ 
bination of excess speed and 
the conditions.”

Police have had to deal 
with groups of up to 40 12 to 
17-year-olds misbehaving 
on Friday evenings, 
particularly in the lower 
part of the Chalkstone 
estate, leading to numerous 
complaints. 

More than 20 separate 
incidents of vandalism to 
cars were reported during 
March, involving scratches 
and wing mirrors being 
broken off, and police bel¬ 
ieve it to be linked to the 
same problem. 

Sgt Sarah Bartley, of 
Haverhill police, told the 
Weekly News: “Anti-social 
behaviour is one of our 
major priorities and we 
have recently had to extend 
the area we cover.

Technology strength wins praise from Ofsted 


A HAVERHILL school has 
received an outstanding 
Ofsted report for its 
technology department, and 
was described as 
“committed to excellence”. 

Samuel Ward Academy in 
Chalkstone Way had a two- 
day inspection on March 15 
and 16, of its design and 
technology faculty with its 
management, achievement 
levels and teaching 
standards all praised. 

The evidence used to 
inform the judgements 
included interviews with staff 
and students, analysis of 
students’ work and 
observation of eight lessons. 

Inspectors were 
particularly impressed with 
how the department took 
students on with lower 
abilities and developed them 
into “consistently above 
average”. 

The report read: “All 
students gain GCSE A to C 
grades and those with 
special educational needs 
and/or disabilities make 
good and sometimes 
exceptional progress in line 
with other students.” 

The best performing 
course was food technology, 
where the quality of work 
was described as “high” with 
impressive designing and 
making processes in place. 

The report added: 
“Students are enthusiastic 
about the subject and their 
involvement in D&T projects. 


An outstanding feature is 
their achievement of awards 
such as Active Kids Get 
Cooking gold awards, and 
certificates in basic food 
hygiene.” 

Teachers were praised for 
their “expert knowledge of 
materials and techniques” 
and behaviour was found to 
be good, while the school 
was said to be “committed to 
excellence" thanks its levels 
of attention to detail. 

The report also stated that 
the school encouraged 
students to design and make 
“products that have an 
impact on the community”, 
and that they had a good 
understanding of current 
health and nutrition issues. 

Recommended areas of 
improvement for Samuel 
Ward were that electronics 
was not emphasised enough, 
and that “insufficient 
opportunities are provided 
for students to learn about 
modern and smart 
materials”. 

Inspectors also stated that 
lesson objectives should be 
clearer. 

Tim Reid, head of design 
and technology at Samuel 
Ward, was delighted with the 
inspectors’ findings. 

He said: “There are few 
examples nationally or in 
Suffolk of outstanding design 
and technology departments 
and I am thrilled that we 
have been judged to be doing 
so well.”

Sports dream 
taking flight 


DREAMS for an indoor 
sports performance facility 
in St Edmundsbury could 
soon become a reality. 

A young Haverhill entrepreneur 
behind the project is closing in on a 
site and funding for the £2.8 million 
development.

“Our strategy is to have absolute 
coverage for at least 20 miles, so 
that would certainly include 
Haverhill, its clubs and its schools. It 
will be a fantastic opportunity for 
everyone in Haverhill and the rest of

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eastern England because there isn’t 
anything like this for miles. 

“A centre like this is well overdue 
for the whole of the east of England. 
The nearest one is in London. All we 
have in the region is gyms, athletics 
tracks in Ipswich and Bury and then 
small stadiums. Sport England has 
said itself that we need better 
facilities and I want to make that 
happen.” 

Mr Graham, along with his father, 
Mick, has picked out the Packaging 
House in Western Way, Bury St 
Edmunds as an ideal site for the 
centre. It is currently unoccupied 
and is up for sale for £1.5 million. 

He said: “There are two buildings 
with a very large car park which 
would be ideal. We are going for a 
meeting on April 6 to see if we can 
take it further.” 

Mr Graham, who currently works 
for Real Bodies Health and Fitness 
in Hollands Road, also said that he 
has secured funding from one 
unnamed source for the devel¬ 
opment and is holding meetings 
with other interested parties, 
including St Edmundsbury Bor¬ 
ough Council. 

The facility, which is primarily

focused on athletics and football 
but is very flexible in its design, will 
include a 200-metre indoor 
athletics track, an 80-metre sprint 
track, five-a-side football pitches, 
changing accommodation, a gym 
and spectator seating for 500. 

It is hoped that if it is supported, 
the centre will become home to a 
number of west Suffolk sports 
clubs, including the West Suffolk 
Athletics Club, and will become a 
hub for the legacy of the 2012 
Olympics. 

Mr Graham added: “It is still early 
days but the plans are developing 
well.”

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No town 
cash for 
new rails 

HAVERHILL town coun¬ 
cillors have refused to 
help fund new railings 
for The Pightle and 
Lords-croft Lane. 

Suffolk County Coun¬ 
cil had come forward 
with a plan to replace 
the old railings and 
asked if the town 
council would contri¬ 
bute.

Shopping habits 
must change 

Sir, With reference to the story in the 
Weekly News last week - “We want the 
big name stores now” - Alan 
Caldwell, vice-chairman of Haverhill 
Chamber of Commerce is absolutely 
correct when he says: “Having an 
M&S store would be great for 
Haverhill, if you don’t have the big 
names like M&S people tend to head 
to the bigger shopping centre where 
they are. It’s all about getting the right 
balance, big shops generate footfall, 
but we also need to support smaller 
stores.” 

We have a good selection of shops at 
the cheaper end of the market, like 
Peacocks. Would Primark give 
shoppers variety that is needed? We 
need a balance catering for the 
different ends of the social spectrum, 
not just one demographic. 

M&S and River Island would be the 
right way to go in uplifting the town’s 
image and long-term future. Price 
point is so important to Haverhill 
shoppers and the big name stores 
would be hard pushed to find a 
sustainable market that would be 
profitable for them. 

Unfortunately some people are very 
vocal with what they want when 
surveys are taken, but from 
experience they will not support 
them when they arrive, saying they 
are overpriced or too expensive. 

We do need to increase footfall. 

Before opening @itude menswear, we 
talked to one of the managers of Next 
retail in Cambridge, who mentioned 
that they had looked at Haverhill and 
had researched the footfall. They 
found that the footfall would not be 
sufficient to open in Haverhill. 

We need to change people’s shopping 
habits and encourage people who live 
in and around Haverhill to shop in 
town before they go to Cambridge or 
Bury St Edmunds. 

We opened the @itude menswear 
shop six months ago, and we are still 
seeing people come in that only pop 
into town every six months or so, 
perhaps to give blood or a one-off like 
waiting for cars to be serviced. 

Current retailers need to encourage a 
greater footfall. Why do we still have 
shops closed on Wednesdays? Let’s 
encourage people to shop all week. 
We all need to work together as a 
community and use the facilities we 
have. Getting the big name stores on 
board will take time and effort from 
everyone in the community. 

If we want the benefits in a few years’ 
time we need to support Haverhill 
town centre now People need to 
change their shopping habits and be 
encouraged to buy local.

A COMPUTER expert who raped a 
schoolgirl has been jailed for more 
than five years. 

Phillip Skinner, 60, was sentenced to a 
minimum of five years at Ipswich Crown 
Court last Friday for the sex attack on the 
Haverhill girl when she was 14. 

Skinner, who ran a business premises in 
Hollands Road, Haverhill, had denied the 
offence but was found guilty by a jury last 
month. 

During the trial it emerged that Skinner 
and his business partner, Jason Cutts, 43, 
had watched each other having sex with 
the girl on a sofa between December 2005 
and November 2006 after being introduced 
to her by Cutts. 

Judge Roderick Newton told Skinner, of 
Kitchen Hill, Bulmer, near Sudbury, that he 
would only be released when the 
authorities were satisfied that he no longer 
posed a danger to young girls. 

Skinner, who had served a previous 
prison sentence for possession of child 
pornography, was also made the subject of 
an indefinite Sexual Offences Prevention 
Order and told he must sign the Sexual 
Offences Register. 

Judge Newton said the offences for 
which Skinner was being sentenced were 
of “extreme seriousness”. 

Last month, Cutts, of Birdwood Road, 
Cambridge, who appeared alongside 
Skinner at the trial, was jailed for a total of 
17 years after being convicted of six 
offences of rape, two of indecent assault, 
13 of making indecent images of children, 
one of possessing an indecent image of a 
child and one of distributing an indecent 
image of a child between March 2001 and 
November 2005. 

Skinner admitted he was attracted to 
girls aged between 11 and 14 and enjoyed 
viewing indecent images of them, but 
denied ever having sex with a girl of that 
age. 

He also denied prosecution claims that 
he had offered to pay Cutts for arranging 
for him to have sex with the girl.

Councillor attacks 
county chief critics 


A COUNTY councillor has 
accused newspapers of a 
“vendetta” against Andrea 
Hill, the £218,000-a-year 
chief executive of Suffolk 
County Council. 

Cllr Bill Sadler, who represents 
Newmarket and Exning on Suffolk 
County Council, spoke out about 
the controversy at a meeting of 
Newmarket Town Council.

He was commenting on news¬ 
paper reports which revealed that 
Mrs Hill had spent £14,000 on a “life 
coach” for herself and other council 
staff and £1,400 on photographs of 
her as well as councillors and other 
senior staff. 

Cllr Sadler, a former chair-man of 
the county council and a member of 
the controlling Conservative group, 
said the “vendetta” had been started 
by a newspaper in Ipswich. 

He claimed the news-paper had 


“fed” information to national media 
organisations. 

“It’s a good knocking story so it’s 
been picked up by the local papers,” 
he said. 

There was controversy when Mrs 
Hill, who previously worked at Cam¬ 
bridge City Council and Bedford¬ 
shire County Council, was app¬ 
ointed to head Suffolk County 
Council in 2008, when councillors 
agreed to pay her £70,000 more than 
the man she replaced. Her salary is 


more than that paid to Prime 
Minister David Cameron. 

But Cllr Sadler said: “She is good. 
She earns her money. She has saved 
£43 million in her first year and has 
introduced the ‘new strategic direct¬ 
ion’.” 

The new strategic direction for 
the council includes “divesting” 
itself of some functions which it 
hopes to pass on to community 
groups and charity organisations. 

The GMB union revealed that 
more than 550 jobs were cut at the 
county council between the first 
and third quarters of 2010. 

But Cllr Sadler said: "She was 
appointed to do a particular job. 

“I’ve been in local government on 
and off since 1966 and I’ve never 
met anyone as efficient as she is. 
She doesn’t deserve the opprobrium 
she’s getting.”

L AST summer, 

Leanne Gray’s life 
Was just beginning. 
She and her boyfriend 
Greg had moved into 
their first home together, 
she loved her job, and the 
couple were planning to 
start a family the 
following year. It was 
perfect. 

But then her world fell 
apart when she was given 
the devastating news that 
the cancer, which she 
had fought off twice 
already, had returned 
and this time it was 
terminal. 

In December 2005, 
Leanne was enjoying a 
night out with friends in 
Cambridge when she 
noticed a small lump 
under her left earlobe. “I 
felt this little lump and I 
was quite freaked out by 
it,” she recalls. 

An appointment with her 
GP revealed that Leanne 
had an ear infection, but 
when it didn’t clear up 
after a couple of weeks, 
she was referred to the 
Ear, Nose and Throat 
(ENT) Clinic at 
Addenbrooke’s. 

“There was a 10-week 
wait for an appointment 
and by the time I got to 
see them in April it had 
already grown quite a bit. 
They did tests and the 
biopsy came back as it 
being a benign tumour.” 
Leanne was told she 
would need an operation 
to remove the tumour 
and in June had an

appointment with a 
consultant. 

“I was very concerned as 
the tumour seemed to be 
growing quite rapidly, but 
I was told they would 
contact me... I just had to 
wait for an appoint¬ 
ment.” 

Leanne got on with her 
day-to-day life but the 
pain the tumour was 
causing worsened. 

“In August it started to 
get really quite bad so I 
was put on some 
stronger painkillers,” she 
says. “I could tell it had 
started growing as well, it 
was humongous. My 
whole earlobe was 
turned upwards, it was 
growing out of the side of 
my face. I had no jaw line 
because it had grown out 
of my jaw It was a hard 
lump and I was very 
embarrassed and 
conscious of it.” 

The operation was finally 
booked for November. 
Two weeks before, 

Leanne met with a 
registrar who was 
surprised by the size of 
the tumour. “He asked to 
see my CT scan but I told 
him I’d never had one. 
They tried to rush 
through a CT scan and 
another biopsy before 
the operation but I 
couldn’t handle another 
biopsy because my face 


was so painful, I couldn’t 
cope with it, it was too 
traumatic.” 

It took four and half 
hours to remove the 5 cm 
tumour from the side of 
Leanne’s face. 

“It had grown into a little 
space in my skull so the 
operation was more 
complicated then they 
thought it was going to 
be,” she explains. “VVTien 
I came around I felt like 
I’d been run over by a 
truck. It looked like 
someone had dug a bit 
out of my face with a 
spoon.” 

The following month 
Leanne returned to 
Addenbrooke’s to get the 
results of the operation, 
which revealed her worst 
nightmare, the tumour 
was malignant. 

“My mum was with me 
and she was just 
absolutely devastated,” 
she remembers. “They 
said they had removed 
the tumour but because 
of its location they 
couldn’t get proper 
clearance around it and 
radiotherapy would be 
best for me to be certain 
they had got all of the 
cells.” 

Leanne received 
radiotherapy every day 
for six weeks. Despite 
experiencing horrible 
side effects, including 


burnt skin on her left 
cheek, a sore throat, dry 
mouth and ulcerated 
gums, she still went to 
work everyday, 
determined not to let the 
disease affect her life 
anymore than it already 
had. 

“My hair fell out 
underneath along the 
back of my head but I 
didn’t realise until I saw 
my reflection in H&M 
one day,” she says. “I was 
looking in the mirror and 
behind me was one of 
those mirrors you can tilt 
to see the back view. I 
just lobbed the clothes 
and ran home. I showed 
my mum and said ‘look 
what’s happened to me’.” 
Following the 
radiotherapy Leanne 
tried to get her life back 
to normal. But then 
almost three years to the 
day she had noticed the 
lump, she felt a second 
lump in her left cheek. 

“I thought everything 
was hunky dory,” she 
smiles. “I was told there 
was just a 0.2 per cent 
chance it would ever 
return.” 

Leanne endured a 
second operation to 
remove the 1cm lump, 
and once again, began 
putting her life back. 

But in February last year, 
she discovered another

“I check the area every 
day and it just felt like a 
little bit of hard skin,” she 
says. “The hospital 
checked me over and 
thought it was scar tissue 
but booked me in for a 
check-up.” 

Leanne accepted the 
opinion but became 
alarmed when her left 
eyelid grew swollen and 
puffy. “I mentioned it at 
the next appointment but 
I was told it was probably 
just an allergy. He said to 
me it wouldn’t be related 
but if it was still bothering 
me in a couple of weeks to 
go to my GR” 

Growing more and more 
concerned Leanne made 
an appointment. The day 
before, she started to 
experience blurred vision. 
She was referred to the 
Eye Clinic at 
Addenbrooke’s for the 
following day. “I had my 
eyes tested and although 
my vision was good, there 
was a restriction on the 
eye. They thought it 
would sort itself out, so I 
was told to leave it for two 
weeks and they would 
have another look.” 

At the second 
appointment Leanne was 
referred for an MRI scan, 
to take place in May. 

“The scan was on a Friday 
and I was due to go back 
the following Friday to get 
my results but on the 
Wednesday I actually had 
my normal check-up at 
ENT,” she says. “I 
remember thinking I’m 
going to have to tell them 
about my visit to the eye 
clinic, I believed my eye 
problem was completely 
unrelated to the cancer - 
Greg and I had both asked 
them more than once. 
They seemed sure it was 
just a muscle problem so I 
was just thinking it was a 
normal check-up.” 
Leanne’s consultant had 
the results of the MRI 
scan, showing two 
swellings inside her head, 
which they believed were 
related to the cancer. 

“I couldn’t believe what I 
was hearing. Greg and I 
had just moved in 
together, we were 
supposed to be starting 


our family this year, we 
had our plan. I was so 
upset. I didn’t have 
anyone with me, I hadn’t 
even considered that was 
going to happen.” 

A further biopsy 
confirmed the two 
growths - 4 cm and 2 cm - 
were malignant, and the 
cancer had developed to 
secondary salivary gland 
cancer, which had spread 
to the base of her skull, 
sinus, lymph gland and 
scalp. Because of their 
location, they can’t be 
removed. 

In June last year Leanne 
was given the shattering 
prognosis that she has 
just six to 12 months to 
live. Remembering that 
day is extremely painful. 
“You know when you 
suddenly get scared all 
over and you start to 
shake inside and that kind 
of thing?” she says, giving 
into tears. “I’ve told 
people so many times but 
it still makes me upset.” 
Sitting in her home at 
Orchard Park, Cambridge, 
Leanne admits that for 
the first couple of months 
she felt very bitter and 
didn’t know how to cope. 
“I didn’t want to believe it. 
I was very much ‘I’m 
going to die, there’s no 
point me buying anything 
for myself... there’s no 
point us planning 
anything, I’m not going to 
be here for Christmas’. 

But then I went from that 
to really wanting to sort it 
out and I thought maybe I 
am going to get through 
this, the stupid cancer will 
just sit in my head and do 
nothing.” 

Celebrating Christmas 
with her family was a 
milestone Leanne admits 
she didn’t think she was 
going to reach, and she 
has found comfort from 
raw food expert Polly 
Noble, who herself is 
fighting secondary 
cervical cancer, who, by 
switching to a raw food 
only diet, has reduced a 
tumour by 1mm. 

Despite living with a 
range of symptoms - her 
left eye doesn’t move, her 
jaw regularly seizes, 
frequent headaches, a 
numb mouth and pins 


and needles across the 
left hand side of her face - 
Leanne describes her 
cancer as “manageable” 
and is hoping to begin an 
alternative treatment 
called Vitamin C Therapy. 
“I’ve got a consultation 
next week at a clinic 
which does Vitamin C 
therapy and hyperthermia 
treatment. I’m looking 
into alternative things, 
fingers crossed something 
will work.” 

Leanne is also 
considering a clinical trial 
in Australia and to help 
raise funds for any 
alternative treatment 
available, her friends and 
family have organised a 
sponsored walk taking 
place on Saturday. “There 
are going to be two walks, 
one starting in Cambridge 
and one starting in 
Whittlesey,” she explains. 
“My aunt organised it and 
lots of people are getting 
involved. The two groups 
will meet up in the middle 
and then either walk back 
or finish there.” 

For now, newly-engaged 
Leanne - who says she 
hasn’t given up on having 
children - continues to 
take each day as it comes 
and is positive about the 
benefits of a healthy diet 
and the possibility of 
alternative therapies. 

“For me it’s just trying to 
add some more time on to 
my life. At the moment 
the cancer doesn’t seem 
to be slowing down. I’ve 
kind of got my hopes 
pinned on the alternative 
treatments but I know 
there’s no cure, I don’t 
expect a miracle. 

“I just want to be able to 
have a bit more of my life, 
to be honest.”

THE drugs do work in Neil 
Burger’s visually arresting 
morality tale, set on the bustling 
streets of New York. 

However, narcotic nirvana 
comes at a price. 

According to popular myth, 
humans only use 10 to 20 per 
cent of their total brain power - a 
startling statistic without any 
grounding in scientific fact. 
Imagine the huge leaps and 
bounds that could be achieved 
in science and the arts if we 
could somehow energise those 
supposedly dormant synapses. 
The answers to the universe’s 
great mysteries could be 
resolved in the blink of an eye. 
Alan Glynn’s debut novel, The 
Dark Fields, invented a fictitious 
wonder drug that could do just 
that - reboot the brain - and 
imagined the repercussions for 
an avaricious modern society.
